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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With regards 
to claims 1 -1 0 and 1 4, the prior art of record does not disclose or fairly teach a dielectric 
waveguide including a resonator, wherein the resonator being constituted dielectric vias 
formed of a dielectric having a higher dielectric constant that dielectric forming dielectric 
waveguide and provided in a region enclosed by the main conductive layers and the 
groups conductive vias. With regards to claims 11-13, the prior art of record does not 
disclose or fairly teach A dielectric waveguide type branching filter including a common 
dielectric waveguide and dielectric waveguide type filters, wherein the dielectric 
waveguide filters are perpendicular to the common dielectric waveguide, wherein the 
dielectric waveguide filters are located-on the same side of the common-dielectric 
waveguide.
